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HOW WAS SILVER DEMONETIZED? 


There has been so much discussion and 
equally as much misunderstanding, regard­ 
ing the manner in which shyer was demon­ 
etized, that we are requested to give the 
acts of Congress in relation thereto that the 
question m ght be settled, The subject Is 
almost worn cut, hating been discussed 
both in Congress aud in the newspapers 
daily for several months, but fcr the pur­ 
pose of throwing some light on tne ques­ 
tions, if that be possible, we comply with 
the request. 
The famous act of February 
I2th, 1873, did not, as is generally suppos­ 
ed, directly demonetize the silver dollar. 
It simply prohibited its further coinage by 
the follow in g provision: 
^ That EC coins either ol gold or silver, or minor 
coinage, thaii bereaver be l^ucd from tne mint 
other than those ol the denominations, standards' 
and weights herein set forth. 
A previous section in the bill fixed the 
weight 
of 
the 
silver coins 
to 
be 
minted, 
but 
said 
nothing 
about the dollar, except the trade dollar. 
la neither section quoted, aud in uo other 
section of the bill, was a word written de­ 
monetizing the old silver dollar. 
Toe legal 
tender quality of the dollar is not touched 
The mischief, if it c m be called sujh, lay 
In auntlier quarter. The demonetization 
of the silver dollar was ace rin pl Uke I in a 
different manner aud at a different time. 
W hen the Revised Statutes enacted by Con­ 
gress in June, 1874, all the laws rd the 
United States were coJilied aud red n e i to 
one volume. 
In tins revision, after giving 
the two sections regarding 
the coinage 
which we have mentioned, the co Dp I etc 
demonetization ol the old silver dollar was 
accomplished by the sections regarding 
legal tender, which are as fo lio s :

Artists’ Models in New York. 


New York Correspondence Boston Garette. 
It was cot so long a time ago that artists 
in this city had as hard a time to find mod­ 
els as they sometimes have to find gold. 
Nude models, I mean. There used to be 
but two female models—one a great fat 
woman, and auother very thin. For a loDg 
time the Academy ot Design fought against 
a life class, but finally had to give in. The 
Cooper Institute schools ct art still hold 
out against innovation. 
I think that to 
propose a nude model to Peter Cooper 
would be enough of a she :k to* cause his 
death. 
The Art Student's League has life 
models, and the artists find no trouble in 
getting them for the studios. 
Another hard struggle was lor lady ar­ 
tists to get models. 
Women who wculd 
pose for men would not pose for women. I 
know ol an instance of a model who al­ 
ways wore a veil over her face when she 
sat for ladies, but took it off when she sat 
for men. 
lier reason for this was that 
women would point her out on the street, 
if they chanced to meet her, as “our mod­ 
el,” while the mea would not thiuk ol her 
at all. 
Models are not necessarily depraved 
wbmen. Some of the beat in this city are 
quiet, modest girls, who have been brought 
up to the profession, as were their mothers 
before them ; and they look upon it merely 
In a business light. They are mostly Ger­ 
mans and Italians. 
American models, as a 
general thing, come from a lower order of 
society, 
It is no easy thing'to ba a ] model. 
Try 
to stand in any one p Biti rn for a half or 
three quarters cl an b< ur, and see if yon 
can do it. 
You would lies l down in lees 
than a quarter of that tim*. 
Models are 
allowed a rest of twenty minutes between 
their sittings, and during this time they 
generally wrap a shawl about them and 
retire to another room. One model I know 
ii an exception to this rule. tShe posts for 
a class of ladies, aud when her resting time 
comes sue steps down from the platform in 
all the simplicity of Mother Eve, and rakes 
the fire and puts on coal. 
Then she sits 
cross legged on the edge of a platform and 
reads a story paper. 
A frund of mine 
waoted to get some private sittings from 
her, so she said: “I wish you would come 
to me alter you are dressed, I 
want to 
speak to you.” “It isnt worth while wait­ 
ing for that,” replied the amiable model, 
•T il come to you now;” and with that she 
tripped 
jauntily 
across 
the 
floor 
threading her way in and out among the 
artists without an article of clothing on. 
“I want to have you sit for me at my stu­ 
dio ; what are your terms for private sit­ 
tings?” Inquired my friend, a little non­ 
plussed. 
“O, we won’t quarrel about 
terms,” said the model, with a jm nty air. j 
“But I wish to know beforehand,” insisted I 
my friend. “ Well, then,” said the model, 
with an indescribable toss of her head, 
“fifty cents an hour to ladies, and a dollar 
an hour to gentlemen.” 
The bargain was 
at once sealed,and she skipped lightly back 
to the platform, humming a tune. 
Not long ago a well known and favorite 
model made her debut upon the theatrical 
stage, playing a leading role with a great 
deal ot promise. 
It is not such an uncom­ 
mon thing as one might suppose for an ar­ 
tist to marry his model. 
I know of several 
instances where this has occurred, and they 
have made model wives.

W H AT IS T U E 
WI SICAL CLU B PO R? 
To the Editor. 
I trust you will allow me to comment on 
the article entitled “Musical Fault Find­ 
ing, which appeared in last Thursday’s 
number of your paper. 
The criticisms in 
it on the exercises of the Musical Club 
seem to have been bised on a complete 
misconception of the aims of the club. 
Your correspondent “Scherzo,” aud the 
class whom he represents, complain that 
they are not “entertained,” and that they 
are put through exercises which involve 
“mental strain.” I wish to point out that, 
when the club w&3 fir-t started a public 
invitation was given to “all those who 
wished to'stud.v the best compositions” to 
be present. 
The object of the executive 
committee of the club Ins never been other 
than tbit thus announced. 
It has always 
been intended to present, .as worthily as 
possible, one or more of the best composi­ 
tions at each meeting, aud to give such an 
analysis of them, with reference to their 
structure and 
emotional character, 
as 
should be most helpful to those who wished 
to study them, with a view to becoming 
more intelligent in musical matters. Of 
course such study involves “mental strain,” 
aid close attention. Of course, too, we as­ 
sume, having publicly announced our aims, 
that only those are present who desire to 
exert themselves to comprehend the sub­ 
jects under discussion. 
It is open to anyone vs ho thinks the play* 
mg faulty, or the analysis impeded or 
lacking in clearness, to say so; or if any one 
can point out any remediable defect in the 
management so that the objects of the club 
shall be better accomplished, we shall be 
only too glad to have.it done. Further, if, 
as “Scherzo” says, the result of our even­ 
ing’s work is contusion and dismay in the 
minds of the hearers, it is of great impor­ 
tance that we should know it, in order to 
seek both the cause and the remedy.

The club is not for them, and their wishes 
have nothing to do with it. It is a purely 
educational institution, which seeks to en­ 
lighten those who wish to be enlightened 
on a matter which we consider of much 
greater importance than anybody’s “enter­ 
tainment.” 
Allow me to say further, that, apart from 
the deficiencies 
and 
shortcomings to 
wLlcb those who play and those who give 
discussions ot compositions are liable,there 
are other causes at work for which they are 
not responsible, which inevitably result in 
more or less ot the “ confusion ” com­ 
plained of by “ Scherzo.” 
He who knows
